January 15, 2013

The Des Moines County Board of Supervisors met in regular session at the Court House in Burlington at 9 AM on
Tuesday, January 15", 2013, with Tom Broeker, Bob Beck and Jim Cary present.

Unless otherwise noted, all motions passed unanimously.

Meet with Department Heads: County Attorney Pat Jackson reported that Ringo Covert will be resigning as Medical
Examiner Investigator, leaving three MEIs. He asked that he be allowed to advertise for two more as there are occasions when
it is difficult to find an MEI available to cover a call. The Board agreed. Broeker announced that Sheriff Mike Johnstone was
presented the Outstanding Public Official Award last week at a Chamber of Commerce reception. CPC Ken Hyndman
introduced Connie Lunning, the new case manager. Beck extended congratulations to Cary’s granddaughter, who was 4"
runner-up in the Miss America pageant Saturday night.

An anonymous letter from a Burlington citizen complaining about the maintenance of private properties, trash in yards
and vehicles parked permanently on the streets.

Accounts Payable Claims in the amount of $307,970.44 were approved upon motion made by Beck and seconded by
Cary.

Beck moved to open a Public Hearing to hear comments about an application for a Community Development Block
Grant for an expansion of the Community Health Center of Southeast lowa. Seconded by Cary. Tracy Lamm with SEIRPC
explained that the total project will cost $1.1 million. This grant is for $800,000 and the remaining $300,000 will be covered
by CHC funds.

Need For The Activities Was Identified:

There is a need for the expansion of the availability of primary and preventative medical, dental and behavioral health services
for persons with low to moderate incomes in Des Moines County that are provided by Community Health Centers of Southeast
lowa(CHC/SEIA), Inc The community of Des Moines County recognizes the need for CHC/SEIA, a 501 (c)3 not-for-profit
organization, to construct a building addition to the current facility at 1706 West Agency Road in West Burlington, in order to
expand the services it provides in the areas of primary and preventative medical, dental and behavioral health care to Des
Moines County. This expansion will require the hiring of 20 employees.

How the Proposed Activity will be funded:

Community Development Block Grant (CDBG) Program through the lowa Economic Development Authority. CHC/SEIA
will provide the remainder of funds necessary in order to finance the project.

Date Application is Due:

The CDBG application is due January 16, 2013.

Requested Amount of Federal Funds:

Des Moines County is requesting $800,000 from the lowa Economic Development Authority Community Development Block
Grant (CDBG) Program

Federal Funds That Will Benefit Low-and Moderate-Income Persons:

51% of the grant funds will benefit the Low-and Moderate-Income persons in the area where the project is located. This was
determined because the facility has a limited clientele with a presumed 51% LMI.

Where the Activity will be conducted:

The project will take place at 1706 West Agency Road, West Burlington.

Minimize Displacement of Persons:

During construction of the project, there will be no residents that will have to be displaced.

Plans to Assist Persons Displaced:

Des Moines County has adopted or will adopt a Residential Anti-Displacement and Relocation Assistance agreement and will
update to meet HUD guidelines.



The Nature of the Proposed Activities

CHC/SEIA will construct a 3,588 square feet facility addition that will be comprised of provider office space, exam rooms and
space for clinical staff needs in West Burlington in order to provide more access to primary and preventative medical, dental
and behavioral health care services to persons low to moderate income in a community area that has had limited service
availability.

There was no public comment. Motion to close the public hearing was made by Beck and seconded by Cary. Motion
to approve this application was made by Beck and seconded by Cary.

Bill Carlson, 11952 Sylvan Heights, was appointed to fill a position on the Des Moines County Zoning Commission.
Motion to approve was made by Beck and seconded by Cary. Carlson’s term will end January 2018. Carlson will represent
the rural area on this commission.

Dale Bartelt, representing the insurance sector, and Vickie Stoller, representing a Levee & Drainage Association, were
appointed to the Des Moines County Floodplain Advisory Board. Motion to approve was made by Beck and seconded by
Cary. Bartelt will serve until August 2016. Stoller will serve until August 2015.

Cary moved to appoint Tom Broeker to represent the Supervisors on the Emergency Management Commission and
for Cary to serve as alternate. Seconded by Beck.

The quarterly report for the Byar Trust was approved upon motion by Beck and second by Cary.

Beck moved to approve minutes for the Board meeting held on January 8", 2013. Seconded by Broeker. Roll Call
Vote: Beck, Aye Broeker, Aye Cary, Abstain

Future agenda items: presentation by the Compensation Board on January22™.

During committee reports, Beck had attended a Conservation Board meeting. Broeker had met with the RUSS Board
of Directors meeting and attended a Grow Greater Burlington meeting this morning.

Meeting was adjourned at 9:47 AM.
